LONDON, M arch 5.—An extrem ely 
reliable and well-informed political 
source, comm enting on the failure 
of recent cabinet changes to quiet 
public and parliam entary criticism 
of th e government, said today there 
was every likelihood th a t Sir S ta f­ 
ford Cripps would replace W inston 
C hurchill as B ritain’s prim e m in­ 
ister. 
This source went so far as to 
predict th at the doughty Churchill, 
whose speeches pulled B ritain to­ 
gether in the bitter sum m er of 1940 
and -made him one of the modern 
world's greatest figures, would be 
unseated w ithin three m onths. 
Loses Since Crete 
After bitter parliam entary debates 
it m ust be emphasized, th is source 
said, th a t while C hurchill is vastly 
popular In the United S tates he has 
steadily lost the strength of his 
hold on the B ritish masses since the 
fall of Crete last June. 
Sir Stafford, on the other hand, 
has grown in stature as a result of 
his work as am bassador to Russia, 
a fact recognized by his recent ap- 
• pointm ent to the cabinet pest of 
Lord privy seal. 
The steady growth of an oppo­ 
sition group in parliam ent, as de­ 
scribed by the source of this specu­ 
lation, is "all the m ore im portant 
since it transcends party lines.

Great Scientists Not Publicised 
Around them there is always a j 
ring of secondary men who take , 
the results of their researches and 
turn them into something which 
will make money and give them po­ 
sition and reputation in the world. I 
They seem to care little whether a 
theory is true, so much as whether 
it is plausible. Too often they are 
the ones th at the public acclaims 
as the great scientists of the gen­ 
eration. 
One of Ute truly first-rate scien- i 
lists of our time was Sir Charles , 
Sherrington. 
I doubt if his name , 
will mean anything at all to th e . 
first half-dozen even well-lniormed , 
laymen that you meet, and yet he 


has been one of the greatest con- I 
tributors to the science 
of

P6ysiology of the brain 
and the 
nervous system of all time. 
His last oook, “Man on His Na- i 
ture,” Lh a comparison of the ideas i 
of a French physician, Jean Fer- 
ncl. who wrote a book. "On Hidden 
Causes,” in 1542, the first modern 
textbook of physiology 
with our 
present conception of physiology. 
At. the very 
outset of 
such 
a 
comparison, one is .struck with the 
fact that Fernel and the modern 
physiologist 
hardly 
speak 
tile , 
same language: they do

search with tile same tools. What 
did Fernel knew about electrons or 
nerve impulses—all the chemical ( 
reactions, the physical reflexes in 
the body with which the modem 
physiologist deals?

A i Burlington. la., For 
Other Victim s 


(By Associated Press) 
BURLINGTON, la,, March 
5— 
Death tol, oi an earth-shaking ex 
plosion at the Burlington ordnance 
plant stood unofficially at 16 early 
today while rescue workers . earth­ 
ed the .shattered, fire-scarred ruins 
of a TNT melt unit for possibly 
other victims. 
The blast blew apart the three- 
story brick, 
steel 
and 
concrete 
building on production line 3 of 
the shell-loading plant shortly be­ 
fore midnight last night. 
One workman said he was bul a 
few hundred feet away when he 
heard the blast. 
"It looked like pictures I have 
seen of volcano 
eruptions,” 
he 
commented. 
It was the second such blast in 
less than three months at the 20.- 
ooo-acr™ shell-loading plant. 
The 
first, Dec. 12, brought death to 13 
workmen. 
Witnesses said the explosion was 
accompanied by a sheet of flame 
300 feet high and a terrific roai 
that resounded through Burling­ 
ton, five miles from the plant, and 
surrounding countryside. 
Tile concussion was felt at Fort 
Madison, la.. 20 miles away. 
Officials said an army investi­ 
gating board was scheduled to leave 
Washington Tor Burlington today. 
A similar board inquired into the 
first olast but its report was not 
made public. 
Col. Alto M. Jank, commanding 
officer, said he had "no idea as to 
the caus** of the blast at the pres­ 
ent time." 
He said other production lines 
continued operations and the ex­ 
plosion would not interfere greatly 
with operation of the plant.
